POLITICAL PARTIES IN ’’ISRAEL" And 
THE ROLE OF MAPAI PART Ey IN "ISRAEL” 

POLICY 1948-1977 


Since the beginning and development of Zionism, many studies 
and researches have been carried out in Arabic and other languages. 
These studies have also addressed all the aspects and the Arab-Zionist 
conflict. Studies have also been carried out the system of government 
in the "State of Israel" this study is about political parties in Israel 
and the role of Israeli Labor Party (Mapai) in Israeli Politics (1948- 
1977), with an attempt to produce a specialized treatment that enables 
the reader to get acquainted with the various composites of the Israeli 
governmental system especially political parties because of the great 
impact of party system on Israeli political life, and particularly the 
Mapai which is the largest, most influential and most effective party 
with regard to the local and foreign policy of Israel. 

The present study has been divided into an introduction and four 
chapters. The introduction deals with the aim of the research, the 
methodology and the relevant hypotheses with an attempt to prove 
the theme through its discussion in the four chapters. In the introduction, 
reference has also been made some major reference works on which 
the subject is based. 

Chapter one deals with the factors affecting the parties and the 
environment in which the parties function. Here I have tried to give a 
clear account of Jewish immigration into Palestine, the social set up of 
the Israeli society and the effect thereof on Israeli parties. 

In Chapter two, I gave an account of the Israeli political system. 



We find here the "State of Israel" is a "State" without a written 
constitution to regulate the system of government and its orientations. 
Elections for the Knest adopt the proportional representation system, 
which bars any particular single party from assuming power alone. 
This, in turn, has led to the rise of party coalitions. The ministries that 
came to power since the creation of Israel were all coalition governments 
each of which comprising several parties. Mapai always head those 
parties. In addition, 1 have touched on other political forces such as 
the military institution, the Histadrut and pressure groups and their 
impact on Israeli political parties. 

In chapter three, I gave a general survey of Israeli parties in terms of 
origin, objectives, structure and comprehensive role in the Israeli 
society. 

Chapter four was devoted to the Mapai party. In this chapter, I 
discussed the rise, history, post-state role, ideas and ideology and the 
social structure of the party. I have also made clear reference the 
party played by the party in the Israeli Parliament, elections, home 
and foreign policy and finally I made an evaluation of the party s role 
and the causes of its success and, later, its failure the Likud in 1977. 

The most significant conclusion I could draw from this study are 
as follows: 

1 - The large number of Israeli parties reflects the heterogeneous 
and perhaps contradictory characters of Israeli society and the 
obvious variations among its various classes and groups. 

2- The proportional representation of the parties in the Kneset, on 
which Israeli electoral system is based, has reinforced the trend 
towards multiparty system because such system guarantees 
representation for the small parties in proportion to their 
membership. 
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It is a mistake to assume that there are really radical differences 
between the Israeli parties be they rightist, leftist or religious 
ones. Their points of agreement outnumber their differences. 
Most of them are working for the promotion of the Zionist dream 
through intensive immigration and settlement and doing their 
utmost to enhance Israeli security. 

4. Through its outstanding performance while working with the 

Jewish Agency and the Histadrut before the establishment of the 
so-called State of Israel, the Mapai party gained wide experience 
in matters of government after the creation of Israel- a greater 
and more profound experience and skill than any other party. 

5. All the Israeli ministries that came to power since the foundation 
of Israel have been coalition governments comprising leftist, 
religious and non-reiigious groups with Mapai heading them all. 

6. The Mapai Party is both Zionist and socialist. Owing to Israel's 

need of Western arms, the structure of Israeli economy at present 
and the important role of the private sector in economy, leftist 

ideology has shrunk in the Mapai and has been replaced by the 

slogan: "From the Party to the People". 

7. The split suffered by the Mapai was a major reason why it lost 
before the Likud in May 1977, because there was a division of 
opinion among the electrotrate who distributed their votes between 
the former and the traditional party leaders, to the disadvantage 
of both. 

8. The wars waged by Israel against the Arabs in 1967 and 1973, 

have led to accusing the labor leaders of sheer negligence, which 
led to a shrinkage in their popularity and the rise of protest 
movements that asked all of them to resign. The 1973 war 
expedited the removal of the labor leadership. 

9. The economic crises, rising unemployment and corruption scandals 
overtook some leading elements in the Party. 
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
